SENATOR KITTREDGE PROVES NOT OPPOSED

Additional Postmasiers Recommended
for Nebhraaska—Morgan 0.

WABHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(Bpecial Tele.
gram. )—Indian Commissioner Joner today
Appeared befors the senate commitiee on
Indian affalrs in regard to the policy of his
l}frnu in refersnce to the leaslng of graz-
ing lands ia South Dakota. Commissioner
Jones justified his polley on the ground
that It would bring an Incoma to the In-
@lans from lands which would otherwise lis
unoccupled. No actlon was taken on the
resolution authorizing an Investigation of
the matter.

No actlon has been announced by Secres
tary Hitcheock concefning the case of
Major Harding, former Indlan agent &t
Yanpkton, 8. D, Benators Gamble and Kitt-
ridge recently had & conference with the
aecretary and bave been advised that a de-
clalon In the case will moon reached.

"The report that the SBouth Uakota dele-
gation Is opposed to the aystem of leasing
the Indian resorvation lands in that state
Is {ncorrect, #o far as I am concerned,”” sald
Senator Kittredge tonight. “On the con-
trary, L think it In the best plan yet pro-
posed of wsecuring an Income from the
reservations for the Indians.

Detalls of the Plan,

“On the 10th instant,”’ he continued, ‘“‘bida
for leaning 1,200,000 aeres |n the Standine
Rotk reservation were opened, and econ-
tracts have been nwarded to Lemon Bfos.
& Walker for five years at 30% mills per
Acfe & year. It Is stipulated that the lands
must be fenced and 269 milea of three-wire
fences are 10 be erected at a tolal ccat
of about $256,000, At the expiration of the
loase this fence Iz tn become the property
of the Indinns, 1t |¥ further stipuinted that
there shall be not more than one animal
pastured on each forty acres, or 30,000 head
on the entire tract.

“The Cheyenns reservation contains about
1,400,000 meres of lands, which s to be
divided Inte four tracta and loAsed on
practically the same terms. Bids for this
agency will- be opened on the 21st Instant,
The objection in ralsed In some quarters
to thess leawes, because It |s claimed that
only the great companies can hope to secure
such large tracts. But it should be re-
membered that-the question of water for
stock Is an dmportant one and to divide the
reservation in smaull tracts would prove
fmpracticable, There are todav on the
Bouth Dakota reservations probably 60,000
cattle and horses grazing which are owned
by squaw meén and individuai Indlans who
pay nothing whatever for the privileges
which they enjoy.

Thia Method Not Natisfactory.

“To lease the lands at a rental based
only upon the number of cattle pastured
would not be satisfactory. That plan never
has been. It seems to me that the method
proposed is equitable and just, and that
precautions In the way of limiting the num-
ber of ecAtile grazed have been taken to
suoh an sxtent as to prevent damage to the
lands and wecure for the Indlans am In-
oome of about $80,000 per unoum, which
they would not otherwise have."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16— The senato today
for a brief time had under
the bill creating a Department of Com-
merce, and the digcussion tended to show
that the measure will have to be amended
in many particulars before it can receive
the approval of the sepnate. Serlous objec-
tions wern rnlsed to the transfér to the
proposed department of several lmportant
buresus now a part of other departments
of the government. It was pointed out that
If the bill, as reported, became a law, ft
would create the greatest department of
the government, and that the secretary of
commerce would have more power even than
the secretary of the treasury. Notiee of
several important amendments was glven.
A large number of uncontested bills and
private penslon measures was passed, after
which the senate adjourned until Monday.
Hoar Reenlls Resolutlon,

On motlon of Mr. Hoar, his resolution,
adopted vésterday, calling for Information
concerning the exaction of duties on sup-
pllos and vomforts sent to Hoor prisoners
in Bermuda from this country, was re-
ealled and referred to the committer on
forelgn relations, Mr. Hoar explained that
the article of The Hague convention on
which the resolution had heen based had
been adopted by Great Britain, but had
not been adopted by the United States, He
had been Informed sluce the adoption of the
resolution that the govermor of Bermuda
proposed to recommend te the legislature
of Barmuda that the luw exacting such
dutles be repenled. Mr. Hoar sald the
exactlon of such dutles was not a viola-
tion of treaty obligations, but he thought
it was & matter which ought to be .
vestigated,

The wenate concurred in the resolution
providing for McKinley memorinl exerclses
by congress in the hall of the house of
representatives on Thureday, February 27.

My, Mallory of Florida, rising to n ques-

tion of privilege, called attentlon to an
article In n New York newspaper of the
14th inst., purporiing to give a poll of
the senate on the subject of an Isthmian
canal, In the course of which he was rep-
resented as belng in favor of the Panama
route. He declared bhe had had po inter-
view with anyone upon that subject. The
article misrepresented him entirely.
“I am degidedly In favor,” sald he, “of
pressing the Nicaragua project as rapidly
as possible, nnd If It were in my power
I should be very glad to bring the matter
up for a vote today.”

fintement about the same article, assert-
ing that he never had Intimated to anyone
what his views on the canal question were,
but that he did, as a fact, favor the Nica-
raugua project and not the Panama route,
ns stated o the article In question,
The bill to establish the Depariment of
Commerce was called up by Mr. Nelson of
Minnesota.

commerce and to prepare the dispatches
of the consular office for transmission to
the secretary of commerce,

Nelson Bill Under Fire.

The amendment aroused conslderable
comment, all of it being favorable to Mr,
Lodge's proposition,
